Section 1: Intent and Purpose 


This By-Law is enacted for the purpose of preserv- 
ing and protecting significant buildings within the 
Town which constitute or reflect distinctive features 
of the architectural, cultural, political, economic or 
social history of the Town and to encourage owners 
of such buildings to seek out persons who might be 
willing to purchase, preserve, rehabilitate or restore 
such buildings rather than demolish them. To achieve 
these purposes of the Billerica Historical Commission 
is empowered to instruct the Inspector of Buildings 
with respect to the issuance of permits for the demoli- 
tion of significant buildings. The issuance of demoli- 
tion permits for significant buildings is regulated as 
provided in this By-Law. 


Section 2: Definitions 


Building: Any combination of materials having a roof 
and forming a shelter for persons, animals, or 
property. 


Commission: The Billerica Historical Commission 


Demolition: Any act of pulling down, destroying, 
removing or razing a building or any portion thereof, 
or commencing the work of total or substantial 
destruction with the intent of completing the same. 


Demolition Permit: The permit issued by the Inspec- 
tor of Buildings as required by the State Building Code 
for the demolition, partial demolition or removal of a 
building or structure. 


Inventory of Historic Properties: The official inventory 
on file with the Massachusetts Historical Commission 
and the Billerica Historical Commission. 


Inspector: The Billerica Inspector of Buildings. 


Preferably-Preserved Building: Any significant 
building which the Commission determines, as pro- 
vided or rehabilitated rather than to be demolished. 


Significant Building: Any building or portion thereof 
which: 


(a) If listed on the National Register of Historic 
Places, either as an individual site or as part of a 
district, or is the subject of a pending application 
for listing on said National Register; or 


(b) Is listed on the State Register of Historic Places; or 


(c) Is included in the most recent Inventory of Histor- 
ical Properties prepared by the Commission (as of 
the date of adoption of this By-Law, the most 
recent list is that included as Appendix A in the 
draft Historic Resources Preservation Plan dated 
September 9, 1988), including those buildings listed 
for which complete surveys may be pending; or 


(d) Has been determined by vote of the Commission 
to be historically or architecturally significant in 
terms of period, style, method of building construc- 
tion, or association with a famous architect, 
builder, or event, provided that the owner of such 
a building and the Inspector of Buildings have 
been notified within 15 days of such a vote. 


Section 3: Procedure 
3.1 Receipt of Application 


Upon receipt of an application for a demoli- 
tion permit for a significant building the Inspec- 
tor of Buildings shall forward a copy to the Com- 
mission within seven (7) days of the filing of 
such application. 


An application for the demolition of a signifi- 
cant building shall be made only by the owner 
of record. 


3.2 Determination of Preferably-Preserved Building 
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(a) Within 30 days of its receipt of an applica- 


tion for a demolition permit, the Commission 
shall hold a hearing to determine if the 
building is a preferably-preserved building. 
The Commission shall give public notice of 
the hearing following the procedures estab- 
lished in Chapter 40(A), Section 11, of the 
Massachusetts General Laws. 


The Commission shall also mail notification 
of the hearing to the applicant and to such 
other persons as the Commission shall 
deem to be entitled to notice. 


(b) If, after the hearing, the Commission deter- 


mines that the demolition of the significant 
building would not be detrimental to the 
historical or architectural heritage or re- 
sources of the Town, the Commission shall 
so notify the Inspector of Buildings, in 
writing, withing ten (10) days of the date of 
such determination. Upon receipt of such 
notification, or after fifteen (15) days of the 
hearing if the Inspector has not received 
notification from the Commission, the In- 
spector may issue the demolition permit. 


(c) If the Commission determines that the 


demolition of the significant building would 
be detrimental to the historical or architec- 
tural heritage or resources of the Town, such 
building shall be considered a preferably- 
preserved building. 


(d) Upon a determination by the Commission 


that the significant building which is the sub- 
ject of the application for a demolition per- 
mit is a preferably-preserved building, the 
Commission shall so advise the applicant 
and the Inspector of Buildings in writing 
within ten (10) days of the date of determina- 
tion. No demolition permit may be issued 
until six months after the date of such deter- 
mination by the Commission. 


(e) During the six month waiting period, the 


owner shall make continuing bona fide at- 
tempts to find a buyer or alternative use for 
the building that will result in its 
preservation. 


Notwithstanding the requirements of Sec- 
tion 3.2(d), the Inspector of Buildings may 
issue a demolition permit for a preferably- 
perserved building at any time after receipt 
of written advice from the Commission to the 
effect that the Commission is satisfied that 


there is no reasonable likelihood that either 
the owner or some other person or group is 
willing to purchase, preserve, rehabilitate or 
restore such building. 


(g) No building permit for erection of a new 
structure on the site of a significant building 
may be issued prior to issuance of a permit 
for demolition of such existing building. 


(h) No permit for demolition of a building deter- 
mined to be a preferably-preserved building 
shall be granted until plans for use of 
development of the site after demolition have 
been filed with the Building Department and 
found to comply with all laws pertaining to 
the issuance of a building permit. All ap- 
provals necessary for the issuance of such 
a building permit, including any necessary 
zoning variances or special permits, must be 
granted and all appeals from the granting of 
such approvals must be concluded prior to 
the issuance of a demolition permit. 


Section 4: Enforcement and Remedies 
4.1 Enforcement 


The Commission and the Inspector of Buildings 
are each authorized to institute any and all pre- 
ceedings in law or equity as they deem necessary 
and appropriate to obtain compliance with the re- 
quirements of this By-Law, or to prevent a viola- 
tion hereof. 


4.2 Remedies 


No building permit shall be issued with respect to 
any premises upon which a significant building 
has been voluntarily demolished in violation of this 
By-Law for a period of two years after the date of 
the completion of such demolition. As used herein 
“premises” includes the entire parcel of land upon 
which the demolished significant building was 
located. 


Section 5: Severability 

If any section, paragraph or part of this By-Law be 
for any reason declared invalid or unconstitutional by 
any court, every other section, paragraph and part 
shall continue in full force and effect.

Any billboard or sign not an accessory sign.

2.42 Sign Size 
The size of a sign shall include any intermediary 
removable surface to which it is affixed. The area

The term “standing sign: shall include any and 
every sign that is erected on the land.

16 SIGN REGULATIONS 


16.1 Administration 


16.1.A Applicability 

All outdoor signs and window signs are sub- 
ject to the regulations of this by-law unless 
specifically excluded in Section 16.2.A. 


16.1.B Application 

All persons desiring to erect, MODIFY OR 
RECOVER a sign shall apply to the Building Com- 
missioner for a building permit, except that per- 
sons desiring to erect a sign in accordance with 
Sections 16.2.B, 16.2.D or 16.3.B need not apply 
for a permit. 


All applications for permits shall include, at 
least a drawing to scale showing the following: 


16.1.B.1 The proposed sign INCLUDING THE 
PROPOSED SIZE, SHAPE, LOCATION, COLOR- 
ING and LETTERING. 


16.2.4 Government of Special Signs 
Any sign owned and installed by a government 
agency, or required by any law, governmental 
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order or regulation is not subject to this by-law

Real estate signs 
not more than twenty (20) square feet in area anc 
not more than ten (10) feet in any dimension ma) 
be erected on subdivisions of land as defined ir 
General Laws, Chapter 41, Section 81-L, solely te 
advertise the selling of land or buildings thereon 
in said subdivision, but not more than one such 
sign shall face the same street. 


16.2.E.A Illumination 

No sign shall be INTERNALLY OR EXTER 
NALLY illuminated between the hours of 12:01 
Midnight and 6:00 A.M., except for signs OF 
premises open for business, and then onl) 
upon issuance of a special permit by thé 
SPGA. Exterior illumination of the sign shal 
be shielded, directed solely at the sign, and bi 
steady and stationary. No internal illuminatior 
of asign is permitted except upon issuance 0 
a special permit by the SPGA. The illuminatior 
of any sign shall not exceed seventy ve 
foot lamberts. The width of such sign ab 
the first story of a building shall not exce 
three feet. THE ILLUMINATION OF 
DIVIDUAL LETTER SIGNS SHALL BE CON 
TENT WITH THE APPLICATION AS S 
MITTED UNDER SECTION 16.1.B. A LIGHTING

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16.2.F Signs Cannot Interfere with Traffic 

No sign, including A window display(s) or ITS 
(their) illuminators shall be reason of its location, 
shape, size, or color (I.E. PARTICULARLY RED OR 
GREEN) interfere with traffic or be confused with 
or obstruct the view or the effectiveness of any 
official traffic sign, traffic signal or traffic mark- 
ing (. No red or green lights shall be used on any 
sign), if, in the opinion of the Building Commis- 
sioner with advice of the Chief of Police, such 
SIGN (lights) would create a driving hazard. 


16.2.G Construction 

No sign shall be painted or posted directly on 
the exterior surface of any wall. All exterior, at- 
tached signs, except awning signs, shall be 
painted, posted, or otherwise affixed to a 
substantial intermediary removable surface and 
such surface shall be securely affixed to the wall 
of the building. The foregoing, however, shall not 
prevent installation of a sign by individual letters 
or devices cut into or securely affixed to the ex- 
terior wall of the building, provided that such let- 
ters or devices have a minimum depth of projec- 
tion of one-fourth (1/4) of an inch. The construc- 
tion of the sign shall comply with the State 
Building Code. Each sign must display its unique- 
ly assigned permit serial number on the sign’s 
display surface in order to be readable at a 
distance of ten (10) feet from the sign. 


16.2.H Maintenance 

Every sign shall be maintained in good condi- 
tion. If a sign shows corrosion or deteriorated 
paint over 25% of the area of one side or if 
damage to the sign causes a loss of 10% of its 
substance or if the sign suffers damage or 
deterioration which creates a risk of harm to the 
person or property of another OR IF THE 
ESTABLISHMENT IS NO LONGER IN BUSINESS, 
it shall be repaired or removed BY THE PROPER- 
TY OWNER. 


16.2.1 Prohibited Signs

16.2.J(l).2(7) Freestanding signs closer than ten

16.3 Residential Districts

(12) square feet in area is permitted identifying 
development in a Garden (Apartment) STYLE AND 
TOWNHOUSE HOUSING District. 


16.4 Business and INDUSTRIAL Districts 


Accessory signs on business establishments in 


business districts that comply with the following 
provisions are permitted: 


16.4.A Wall Signs 


16.4.A.1 One principal wall sign is permitted on 
the front of the establishment to which it 
relates. 


16.4.A.2 A secondary wall sign may be install- 
ed marking a direct entrance on a parking lot 
or another street in addition to the front wall 
sign. There shall be not more than two such 
secondary wall signs. Said sign shall have a 
width of no greater than 50% of the maximum 
permissible width for the principal wall sign. 


16.4.A.3 No wall sign shall be more than three 
feet in overall height. 


16.4.A.4 In buildings where the first story is 
substantially above grade and the basement 
is only partially below street grade, one sign 
for each level is allowed if each sign has only 
one-half of the area that would be permitted 
for a single sign. 


16.4.A.5 In addition to the above signs each 
building may have one directory sign affixed 
to the exterior wall, window or door of the 
building. Such directory sign shall provide not 
more than one square foot for each occupant 
of the building. 


16.4.A.6 Wall signs shall either be affixed toa 
wall and parallel to it or affixed to the roof 
above the wall and be parallel to the wall. They 
shall not project more than twelve (12) inches 
from the face of such wall. 


16.4.A.7 No wall sign shall project above the 
highest line of the main roof or parapet on the 
wall to which it is attached, whichever is 
higher. 


16.4.A.8 IN CASES WHERE A BUILDING HAS 
MULTIPLE ESTABLISHMENTS, WALL SIGNS 
MUST BE OF A UNIFORM HEIGHT. SUCH 
SIGNS MAY ONLY BE LOCATED IN THE SPACE 
PERMITTED FOR SINGLE-ESTABLISHMENT 
BUILDINGS. 


16.4.B Window Signs 

Removable window signs on the inside of win- 
dows or transparent doors are permitted; (,) 
however they may not cover more than 50% of 
the area of each transparent surface. NO IL- 
LUMINATION IS ALLOWED EXCEPT AS PROVID- 
ED IN SECTION 16.2.E.A. 


16.4.C Projecting Signs 

In particular instances the SPGA may issue 
special permits for projecting signs in accor- 
dance with Section 16.1.E (if it is determined that 
the architecture of the building, the location of 
the building with reference to the street or the 
nature of the establishment is such that the sign 
should be permitted in the public interest). No 
establishment shall be permitted more than one 
projecting sign. 


16.4.D Standing Signs 
The following standing signs are permitted: 


16.4.D.1 Standing signs permitted under Sec- 
tions 16.2.B, 16.2.C and 16.2.D. 


16.4.D.2 During the construction of a building, 
a standing sign may be erected on the 
premises identifying the building, the owner, 
the contractors, the architects and engineers. 
Such a sign shall not exceed twenty (20) square 
feet rdin area or ten (10) feet in any direction. 
Such sign shall be removed promptly after the 
completion of the building. 


16.4.D.3 In particular instances the SPGA may 
issue special permits for standing signs in ac- 
cordance with Section 16.1.E (if it is determin- 
ed that the architecture of the building, the 
location of the building with reference to the 
street or the nature of the establishment is 
such that the sign should be permitted in the 
public interest).

The Moderator, William G. Greene, Jr. appointed 
three tellers: Catherine Fleurant, Karen Miller and 
Oren D. Hunt.

Moved and seconded to raise and appropriate 
$14,000.00 for the construction and maintenance of 
an oil collection system in accordance with the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts Department of En- 
vironmental Quality Engineering (DEQE) regulations 
and specifications. 


Maureen Sullivan of the League of Women Voter’s 
spoke on this article stating it should pay for itself 
in a few years. It will save the Town money by putting 
this oil to a different use. 


Finance Committee concurred. 


Discussion followed in which it was stated this oil, 
once filtered, will be burned in the boiler we now have 
to heat the DPW garage. The storage tank will be in- 
side the garage at the DPW. 


Moved and seconded to amend the article to add 
“for their personal use, be limited to residents only 
and no drop be more than ten (10) gallons.’ The 
previous question was moved and so VOTED thus cut- 
ting off debate. The amendment was put to a rising 
vote. With ninety (90) voting in favor and twenty-seven 
(27) opposed, the amendment CARRIED. 


The main motion with the amendment attached 
thereto was CARRIED. Moved and seconded to recon- 
sider Article 32. It was explained that the ten (10) 
gallon limit would prevent the Town from using this 
facility for its oil. 


The Moderator requested a rising vote. With one 
hundred thirty-six (136) voting in favor and but one (1) 
opposed, reconsideration CARRIED.

Moved and seconded to amend by adding 
“members to be appointed annually.’ Motion 
CARRIED. 


The main motion with the amendments attached 
thereto so that the article reads, “To create a Street 
Acceptance and Discontinuance Committee to con- 
sist of one (1) member of the Board of Selectmen, one 
(1) member of the Planning Board, one (1) member of 
the Finance Committee, each Board to appoint their 
own members, and one (1) member of the Engineer- 
ing Department, appointed by the Town Administrator, 
members to be appointed annually, and the Town Plan- 
ner” CARRIED. 


Moved and seconded to adjourn the meeting until 
Tuesday, May 9th, at 7:30 PRM. Motion CARRIED. The 
second session of the Spring Town Meeting adjourn- 
ed at 10:25 PM.

Members present, the Town Meeting was declared 
back in session at 7:43 P.M. 


It was announced that NO SMOKING will be allow- 
ed anywhere in the building. 


A presentation of a $100.00 bond was made by 
Selectman Stephen Lentine to Jason Tucker, a student 


at Shawsheen Valley Technical High School, for 
designing the cover to the 1988 Town Report. 


Two other presentations were made by Ralph 
Newman; one to Lisa McGlory, Billerica Memorial 
High School student for designing the inside of the 
back cover of the Finance Committee report; and to 
Jason Tucker, Shawsheen Valley Technical High 
School, for the design on the inside front cover of the 
Finance Committee booklet. Their parents were pre- 
sent as they received their awards. 


The Finance Committee thanked all those students 
who had submitted their art work toward this contest. 


Town Administrator asked for volunteers to serve on 
a new committee being formed in conjunction with 
Sheriff McGonagle to work with the Middlesex House 
of Correction on any problems arising between the 
Town and the House of Correction. 


Mr. Bernie Hoar stated he checked thru the Charter 
in reference to “money articles”. He had requested the 
Committee on Rules to address this question, but 
Committee did not act on this issue.

$2,877,284.00 for Acct. #1720, Shawsheen Technical 
High School budget. Supt. Charles Lyons of the 
Shawsheen School came forward to speak on the mo- 
tion.

Manning State Forest, and to raise and appropriate 
$3,000.00 to staff the facility for a period of one year. 
Mr. O’Neil, Chairman of the Recreation Commission, 
spoke on the article and stated that a person from the 
State had been here to talk on the article, but had to 
leave at 8:30 PM. due to another commitment. He 
stated this would be passive recreation with the park 
open from July 1 thru Labor day from 10:00 A.M. to 
6:00 P.M. on weekdays and from 10:00 A.M. to 8:00 PM.

Moved and seconded to direct the Board of Select- 
men to place a preservation restriction in the form of 
a covenant on the “old” Town Hall on Concord Road 
and the Howe Administration Building, guaranteeing 
that the exterior of the buildings will be maintained 
in their present state in perpetuity. There shall be no 
alteration to their exteriors except for routine 
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maintenance or rehabilitation of their existing ap- 
pearance. This shall be done by July 1, 1989 or prior 
to sale, whichever is sooner. 


Finance Committee concurs. 
Main motion as presented CARRIED unanimously. 


ARTICLE 26 
A report was read by Carlo Piacenza on the ac- 
tivities of the Conservation Committee. 


Moved and seconded to ask the Congress of the 
United States, through its Representative Edward 
Markey to authorize and fund a study of the Concord, 
Sudbury and Assabet Rivers to determine the ap- 
propriateness of including them in the National Wild, 
Scenic and Recreational Rivers Systems; such study 
to benefit the Town by recommending segments of 
these rivers to be included in the National Rivers 
System, thereby protecting these river segments 
(which in Billerica specifically begins at the Bedford 
Town Line and ends at the Route 3 Bridge) from 
federally funded or regulated projects such as water 
diversion, dams, dredging and other development 
which may be detrimental to the Town’s water supply 
and recreational uses of these rivers. 


Bruce Stedman, an associated member of the Con- 
servation Commission spoke on this article. Finance 
Committee concurred. 


Motion CARRIED unanimously. 


ARTICLE 27 

Moved and seconded to amend Article XVI—Motor 
Boats—of the General By-Laws of the Town of 
Billerica by deleting Sections 1 through 6 and replac- 
ing them with the following Sections: 


Section 1. The operation of any boat or watercraft 
of any nature powered or propelled by an internal 
combustion engine of any nature is prohibited on 
Nutting Lake, except by emergency personnel when 
responding to a valid emergency situation. 


Section 2. All watercraft operated on Nutting Lake 
shall be operated so as to remain a safe and 
reasonable distance from any areas used for swim- 
ming that are marked by suitable buoys designating 
the swimming area. 


Section 3. The unauthorized alteration, removal or 
displacement of any sign, marker or other device 
used to indicate a swimming area, boating hazard, 
or otherwise give notice of this by-law is prohibited. 


Section 4. Every violation of this By-Law shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than Fifty Dollars 


($50.00) and not more than Two Hundred and Fifty 
Dollars ($250.00) 


Chairman Piacenza explained the article. 
Finance Committee concurred. 


Discussion followed. Moved and seconded to 
amend Article 27 by adding after the words “of any 
nature” in Section 1, the words “that is over ten (10) 
horse power”. 


Motion to amend LOST. 
Rules Committee concurred with Article 27. 
Main motion as presented CARRIED unanimously. 


Moved and seconded to adjourn the meeting until 
Thursday evening, May 11th at 7:30 RM. Motion CAR-

Moved and seconded to dismiss Article 28. Finance 
Committee concurred. 


Motion CARRIED unanimously. 


ARTICLE 29 

Moved and seconded to authorize the Town 
Treasurer to place all funds reimbursed to the Town 
by the Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Management (D.E.M.) under a contract between the 
Town of Billerica and the D.E.M. dated April 8, 1987 
as amended February 16, 1988 and more specifically 
referred to as the CEIP Fund, Inc.—Concord River 
Planning Study, into a Conservation Fund to be set 
up under the provisions of Massachusetts General 
Law, Chapter 40, Section 8c (Section 5, Clause 51). 


Carl Piacenza, Chairman of the Conservation Com- 
mission spoke on this article.

Finance Committee moved that the Town authorize 
the placement of a lien on real property located in the 
Town of Billerica for any unpaid ambulance fees, 
under the provisions of MGL Chapter 40, Section 58.

Much discussion ensued. Selectman Conway 
spoke against this motion. He is against putting a lien 
on anyone’s home because they have to use the am- 
bulance. These persons could very well be the com- 
munity’s elderly or disabled. 


Discussion continued at some length, when it was 
moved and seconded to move the question. With one 
hundred twenty-eight (128) voting in favor and five (5) 
opposed, the motion to end debate CARRIED. 


The main motion was put to a rising vote. With

Moved and seconded to reconsider Article 36. With 
forty-seven (47) voting in favor and seventy-six (76) op- 
posed, the motion LOST. 


ARTICLE 37 

Finance Committee moved that the Town amend 
Section 1 of Article 26 of the 1988 Spring Town 
Meeting so as to read: “The Town of Billerica is hereby 
authorized under the provisions of Chapter 712, Sec- 
tion 3C of the Acts of 1987....’ Seconded. There being 
no discussion, the motion CARRIED unanimously. 


ARTICLE 38 
Selectman Lentine moved that the Town vote to add 
the following section to the General By-Laws: 


ADEQUATE ACCESS 

This by-law shall govern the use of unaccepted 
ways, excluding those ways approved under the 
Subdivision Control Law, for access to building lots 
in the Town of Billerica. All new buildings, excluding 
accessory structures, additions, and alterations, 
shall have frontage on ways which provide ade- 
quate access. Unaccepted ways shall meet the 
Department of Public Works street standards in 
order to be judged adequate. 


No building permits shall be issued until plans 
for construction of the way have been approved by 
the Department of Public Works Director. The layout 
and design of the way shall be stamped by a Pro- 
fessional Engineer and shall demonstrate com- 
pliance with the Department of Public Works street 
standards. The way shall be improved from the 
nearest way in existence, which meets standards 
acceptable to the Director of Public Works, for the 
entire length of the way up to and including the 
minimum lot frontage required under zoning. 


No occupancy permit shall be issued until the 
road is complete and in full compliance with 
Department of Public Works standards. A bond or 
other form of security cannot act as a substitute 
for completion of the way. 


In addition, all necessary wetland approvals shall 
be obtained for road construction prior to issuance 
of any road opening permits as applicable. 


The Department of Public Works Director may 


grant a Certificate of Waiver from Department of 


Public Works standards in cases where the unac- 
cepted way meets acceptable construction stan- 
dards at the time of permit application. If a request 
for a Certificate of Waiver is denied, the Department 


of Public Works Director will issue a denial letter. 
The decision to approve or deny may be appealed 
within twenty (20) days of the decision date to the 
Board of Selectmen by either the applicant or any 
property owner along the subject way. Failure to act 
on the appeal within thirty (30) days of receipt shall 
constitute constructive appeal. 


Seconded. Peter Kennedy, Town Planner, explained 
the article. 


Finance Committee concurred. 
Rules Committee concurred. 


Moderate discussion ensued when it was moved, 
seconded and voted unanimously to end debate. 


The motion as presented by Selectman Lentine was 
put to a vote. Motion CARRIED. 


Moved and seconded to adjourn until Tuesday even- 
ing at 7:30 RM. Motion CARRIED. The fourth session 
of the Annual Spring Town Meeting adjourned at 10:05 
P.M.

Any by-law of the Town of Billerica or rules or 
regulations of its departments, boards, or commis- 
sions and committees, the violation of which is sub- 
ject to a specific penalty. Under a criminal com- 
plaint a person who violates any provision of the 
by-laws of the Town of Billerica or rules or regula- 
tions of its departments, boards or commisions and 
committees shall be punished by a fine of not more 
than $300.00. Each day such violation continues 
shall constitute a separate offense. Under Non- 
Criminal disposition, as provided in M.G.L. Chapter 
40, Section 21D the penalty for violations shall be 
$25.00 for the first offense, $50.00 for the second 
offense, $100.00 for the third offense, and $200.00 
for the fourth and each subsequent offense. Enfor- 
cing Person: as used in this By-law shall mean the 
Animal Control Officer, Conservation Officer, 
Agents of the Board of Health, Building Inspector, 
Local Inspectors, and Police Officer and such other 
officials as the Board of Selectmen may from time 
to time designate each with respect to violations 
of the by-laws and rules and regulations within their 
respective jurisdiction. If more than one official has 
jurisdiction in any given case, any such official may 
be an enforcing person with respect thereto. 


John Morris gave a short explanation for this article.

One of the petitioners, Mary Sceppa stated that it 
has been revealed that the land in question belongs 
to Middlesex County. The clean up should be their 
responsibility and the Town should not have to pay any 
amount for clean up.

1. Delete the last sentence of the first paragraph of 
Section 5.8.A and replace with: 


“Duplexes and two-family homes are also allowed 
in this district by special permit. Single family 
homes are allowed by right if all the dimensional 
requirements for the Rural Residential District are 
met.” 


2. Amend Section 5.12.1.3 of the Zoning By-Law by 
deleting the last five words which read: “without ob- 
taining a wetlands permit”. 


3. Delete Section 6.1.2.B of the Zoning By-Law and 
replace with the following: 


“For the purpose of construction of ways in accor- 
dance with lines and grades approved by the Plan- 
ning Board or for the purpose of constructing 
utilities or other engineering works for public ser- 
vice.” 


4. Delete the first line of Section 9.4.E of the Zoning

“Except in a Garden Style Apartment and 
Townhouse District, only one residential”.

The Planning Board report was read on the public 
hearing held on September 25, 1989.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
AND 
TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


In 1989, the Board of Selectmen held regularly 
scheduled meetings twice monthly to act upon 
license applications, appoint citizens to boards and 
committees, conduct public hearings, and respond to 
citizen complaints. 


In accordance with the Town Charter, the Town Aqd- 
ministrator prepared and submitted to both the Board 
of Selectmen and the Finance Committee, a five year 
Capital Improvement Program for fiscal year 1990-91 
through 1994-95 and an annual operation budget for 
fiscal year 1989-90. 


After the April election, the Board of Selectmen 
reorganized, electing as its Chairman, Thomas H. 
Conway, Jr., Arthur L. Doyle, Vice-Chairman and 
Stephen J. Lentine, Secretary. The other two members 
of the five man Board of Selectmen are David F. 
Delorey and Ralph M. Krau. Arthur L. Doyle and Ralph 
Krau were both elected for a three year term at the 
April 1989 election. 


NEW TOWN HALL 

In January of 1989, Town, School and Public Works 
Administration offices moved into the “new Town 
Hall” formerly the Howe High School. Housing all 
these offices in the best municipal office buildings 
in the Commonwealth has made it more convenient 
for citizens conducting business with the Town 


The town hall also includes the police station and 
fire headquarters. A formal dedication was held in 
September which was attended by Senator Patricia 
McGovern, Representative Michael Rea, Representa- 
tive Micelli from Wilmington, Board of Selectmen, 
School Committee, Town Moderator and town offi- 
cials. All municipal offices were opened to the public 
for their inpsection including the police and fire sta- 
tions. The Public Works Department also had an 
equipment display. 


WATER REMETERING PROGRAM 

Town Meeting authorized a bond issue for the pur- 
chase and installation of new water meters. This 
remetering program will enable the Town to read 
meters through outside readers on a quarterly basis. 
This will eliminate the need for citizens to read their 
own meters and allow quarterly billings which will im- 
prove the Town’s cash flow. Of equal importance is the 
fact that the meters will provide a more accurate 
reading. 


CEMETERY 

- Town Meeting also authorized a bond issue for a 
comprehensive study of our cemetery needs. The 
Study will evaluate sites and recommend a long range 
plan for Cemetery Development. 
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CONSOLIDATION—TAX COLLECTOR—TREASURER 

The retirement of the tax collector in June of 1989 
brought about the consolidation of the Treasurer and 
the Collector’s offices into one office. This consolida- 
tion will improve efficiency and operations of the once 
separate departments. 


ALLEN ROAD RECONSTRUCTION 

Reconstruction of this road from Andover Road to 
Tower Farm Road was completed in the fall of 1989. 
State and county funds were used for the construc- 
tion of this project. 


NEW EQUIPMENT 

The Town received delivery of a new ladder truck, 
front end loader, street sweeper, back hoe and road 
grader in the Spring of 1989. This major investment 
in equipment will improve the quality of service and 
was paid for by a bond issue authorized by Town 
Meeting in 1988. 


STREET RENAMING COMMITTEE 

Streets with the same street names or similar 
sounding names were changed by the Board after the 
conducting of public hearings and suggestions from 
the public. This is an ongoing program. 


BILLERICA PLAN 

The Town has been represented on this committee 
since its inception in 1987. The Billerica Plan is a 
private/public partnership to stimulate and improve 
the quality of life in Billerica. One of the many goals 
of this plan is to channel corporate donations into 
public improvement projects. This committee is tak- 
ing a major role in the installation of traffic signals 
on Boston Road, Tower Farm Road and Floyd Street. 
Financial assistance has also been provided for the 
Cook Street Project. 

A video was prepared by the Billerica Plan’s 
marketing committee depicting the positive aspects 
of the Town of Billerica. This video was shown at Town 
Meeting and will be used in programs promoting the 
Town. Several scholarships have also been awarded 
to Billerica students by the Plan’s Scholarship 
Committee. 

The Board, Town Administrator and staff have also 
been active in the following: Middlesex Selectmen’s 
Association, Northern Middlesex Area Commission, 
Mass. Municipal Association, Mass. Municipal 
Management Association, Middlesex County Advisory 
Board, Street Acceptance Committee, Mass Interlocal 
Insurance Association, Billerica Housing Partnership 
Committee, Growth Management Committee, Coun- 
cil on Aging Drop in Center, and many others.

Qualified growth in assessed value for Fiscal Year 
1990 was $60,220,165 as compared to $62,886,853 in 
the prior year. 


Because of the delayed distribution of the cherry 
sheets and local aid by the State, the Department of 
Revenue permitted issuance of preliminary tax 
notices for Fiscal Year 1990 which were mailed on 
September 30, 1989. 
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The tax rates of $9.93 and $19.63 for residential and 
commercial/industrial/personal property assess- 
ments, respectively, voted by the Selectmen at the 
classification hearing of December 21, 1989 had not 
been certified by the Department of Revenue at the 
close of the year. 


During 1989, 1,609 deed transfers were processed. 
Over 1200 property inspections were made due to new 
construction and data base equalization. 


As of January 1, 1989 we were responsible for the 
assessments of 15,298 real estate parcels, and 476 
personal property accounts. 


On September 7, 1989, the Board executed a con- 
tract with Patriot Properties, Inc., Peabody, MA, to con- 
duct the Fiscal Year 1991 revaluation of real estate. 
At its conclusion, the Assessor’s Office will have an 
in-house computer system for property valuation. 


The FY’1991 revaluation program requires Town- 
wide property inspections, which were last conducted 
for FY’1982 when 100% assessed values were first 
established. Inspection of residential properties com- 
menced in October, 1989. Completion of the contract 
including commercial and industrial property revalua- 
tion is expected by August 31, 1990. 


Assistant Assessor/Appraiser Marsha Metzler 
resigned on March 10, 1989. Her successor, Ralph 
McDonald, was appointed effective December 4, 1989. 


The Board of Assessors wishes to thank the office 
staff for its dedication and effort for the third con- 
secutive year in which the department has been 
understaffed.

The Zoning Board of Appeal hereby submits its 1989 
Annual Report to the town. 


The Zoning Board of Appeal is a Quasi-Judicial 
Board which operates under the mandates of 
Massachusetts General Laws Annotated Chapter 40A 
and the Zoning By-Laws of the Town of Billerica. 


_ The Board consists of five (5) regular members and 
two (2) alternate members appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen. The members receive no financial com- 
pensation for their services to the Board. The Town 
does provide office space as well as clerical and 
judicial assistance to the Board. 


The Board of Appeal members are as follows: John 
F. Gray, Jr, Chairman; James M. Battcock, Vice- 
Chairman; Donald J. Flynn, Secretary; Robert A. 
Dunstan and Ralph J. McKenna. Alternate members 
are Joseph H. Johnson, Sr. and Daniel J. Powers. 


The Board met on the average of twice a month in 
1989 to handle the numerous petitions filed with the 
Town Clerk. All of the petitions are heard by the Board 
and are open to the public as established under 
Chapter 808, Chapter 40A and Chapter 40B of 
Massachusetts General Laws. 


To be granted a Variance, a petitioner must 
establish that owing to circumstances relating to the 
soil conditions, shape, or topography of such land or 
structures and especially affecting such land or struc- 
ture but not affecting generally the zoning district in 
which it is located, a literal enforcement of the provi- 
sions by the ordinance of bylaw would involve 
substantial hardship, financial or otherwise, to the 
petitioner or appellant, and that desirable relief may 
be granted without substantial detriment to the public 
good and without nullifying or substantially 
derogating from the intent or purpose of such or- 
dinance or bylaw.

In 1989 there was 28.70% increase of petitions to 
the Board of Appeal from the previous year. These 
petitions were voted on by the Zoning Board with ob- 
jectivity and reasonableness towards the petitioner, 

as well as evaluating all the concerns of the abutters 
and the needs of the community. 


Even though many of the cases are similar, each 
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For a Special Permit present date that tends to in- 
dicate the public convenience and welfare will be 
substantially served by granted the permission re- 
quested. will not tend to impair the status of the 
neighborhood that the permission requested will be 
in harmony with the general purposes and intent of 
the regulations in the Zoning By-Laws. Under Chapter 
40A to grant a Variance or a Special Permit the peti- 
tioner has to receive four (4) affirmative votes from a 
five (5) member board. Two (2) negative votes will deny 
the petitioner a Variance or Special Permit for two (2) 
years. 


The Zoning Board of Appeal follows Chapter 40B 
of Massachusetts General Laws when conducting 
public hearings for Comprehensive Permits. Hearings 
must be scheduled within 30 days from the date the 
petition is filed with the Town Clerk. The board has 
40 days after the termination of the hearing to render 
their decision. Approval for a Comprehensive Permit 
requires a majority vote of the Board. 


The Board of Appeal conducted a total of One hun- 
dred thirty-nine hearings in 1989 for Variance, Special 
Permits and Comprehensive Permits. The decisions 
to grant or deny shall be voted on within 100 days for 
a Variance and 90 days for a Special Permit from the 
date the petitioner files a petition at the Town Clerk’s 
Office. 


Of the One hundred and thirty-nine (139) hearings 
held, the Zoning Board of Appeal decisions on these 
hearings are as follows:

There were 2,932 dog licenses sold in 1989. Dogs 
were required to be licensed by April 1st. However, dog 


owners had until June 10th to license their dogs 
before a $5.00 late fine is applied to the cost of the 
license. In May, we mailed 2,014 first class notices to 
delinquent dog owners who had not licensed their 
dogs by April 1st. 935 final notices were mailed in 
August to those dog owners who did not respond to 
the May notice. 


Two rabies clinics were held at the Center Fire Sta- 
tion on Good Street, one on April 8, 1989 conducted 
by Dr. McGrath, DVM of the McGrath Animal Hospital, 
and the second one on June 3, 1989 conducted by Dr. 
Mahmood S. Ali, DVM of the Billerica Animal Clinic. 


Only one election was held in 1989, the Town Elec- 
tion on April 1, 1989. Our special thanks to all Precinct 
Officers who faithfully perform their duties on elec- 
tion day, as well as the Computer Tally Center workers, 
the Assistant Town Clerk Shirley E. Schult and the 
Senior Clerks in the Town Clerk’s office at Town Hall 
who help with the final vote tally figures. We also ap- 
preciate the cooperation of the men in the Tree & Moth 
Department, the Police Department and the School 
Custodians for their help in the election day process. 


Minutes for all sessions of Town Meetings were 
recorded by the Town Clerk and Assistant Town Clerk 
Shirley E. Schult. A Special Town Meeting of one ses- 
sion was held on February 28, 1989. A Preliminary 
Town Meeting was held prior to the official opening 
of the Spring Town Meeting to swear in newly elected 
Town Meeting Members and conduct other necessary 
business. The Annual Spring Town Meeting conven- 
ed on May 2, 1989 and was concluded in seven (7) ses- 
sions. The Annual Fall Town Meeting was opened on 
October 3, 1989 and twelve (12) sessions were held 
before the meeting was adjourned. 


Your Town Clerk attended the Annual Conference 
of the International Institute of Municipal Clerks held 
in May in Halifax, Nova Scotia, Canada,; two con- 
ferences of the Massachusetts Town Clerks Associa- 
tion, the summer conference in Falmouth, MA and the 
fall conference in Northampton, MA; three meetings 
of the Middlesex Municipal Clerks Association, which 
are usually held in Chelmsford, MA. Informative lec- 
tures and workshops are held at all of these con- 
ferences which helps us be aware of the new laws and 
regulations that govern elections and other aspects 
of the Town Clerk’s office. 


We spent the last week in January 1989 packing up 
years’ accumulation of records at the old Town Hall, 
moving, unpacking and getting organized in our new 
Offices in the newly renovated Town Hall. The bright, 
Cheerful offices are much more pleasant which 
everyone appreciates and the additional office and 
Storage space makes for a more efficient and smooth 
Operating office. 
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Once again, we thank all town officials, depart- 
ments, boards, committees and commissions for their 
continued cooperation throughout the year.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
BILLERICA CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Conservation Commission remained very busy 
in 1989 administering and enforcing the State 
Wetlands Protection Act (Mass. General Laws, 
Chapter 131, Section 40) at the local level. 


During the year, 33 filings for work in or near 
wetlands were received, 48 Public Hearings were held 
along with 47 Continuances; 29 Orders of Conditions 
were issued along with 10 Determinations of Ap- 
plicability, 21 Certificates of Compliance, 12 Exten- 
sions, 5 Permit Modifications, 1 denial and 12 Enforce- 
ment (Cease and Desist) Orders. 


In January, 1989, the Conservation Commission 
moved in to its office on the second floor of the new 
Town Hall. The Commission is very pleased with the 
overall layout of the office and the increase in floor 
area and also with the entire Town Hall, which we feel 
was professionally designed and renovated, benefit- 
ting not only the employees but the public as well. 


In July, the Commission’s Environmental Con- 
sultants Morag Hollway and Jeanine Smith completed 
their research on the Concord River Corridor Study 
and are currently at work completing the Concord 
River Corridor Plan, which will show all the existing 
parcels of property along the Concord River and 
delineate the properties status (public or private 
ownership, name of owner, current zoning, current use 
and future recommendations such as acquisition for 
open space). 


The Commission have reviewed a draft of this Plan 
and is very encouraged by the wealth of important in- 
formation that has been collected by the Consultants 
that will be shown on the final Plan. The Conserva- 
tion Commission would personally like to thank the 
Consultants Morag and Jeanine, as well as Wayne 
Klug of the Town’s Open Space Committee and 
Associate Member Bruce Stedman, who are working 
with the Consultants to correlate all the gathered in- 


formation in a usable form and to formulate some 
necessary recommendations to help guide the Town 
in the future. 


The Conservation Commission successfully 
presented four Warrant Articles at Town Meeting in 
1989. In the Spring, two Articles were placed on the 
Warrant for consideration. In the first Article (No. 26), 
Town Meeting voted unanimously to ask the US Con- 
gress, through the Town’s Representative Ed Markey, 
to include a segment of the Concord River in Billerica 
in a future Federal Study to determine the ap- 
propriateness of including the Concord, Sudbury and 
Assabet Rivers in the National Wild, Scenic and 
Recreational Rivers System. 


In the second Article (No. 27), Town Meeting voted 
unanimously to amend Article XVI of the General By- 
Laws, which deals with Motor Boats, by prohibiting 
the operation of any boat or watercraft that is powered 
by an internal combustion engine on Nutting Lake. 
This amendment should eliminate a potential source 
of pollution (petroleum products) from negatively af- 
fecting the Lake in the future. 


In the Fall, two more Articles were placed on the 
Warrant for consideration. In the first Article (No. 23), 
Town Meeting voted unanimously to transfer the 
jurisdiction and management of 7 parcels of Town 
owned land along the Concord River to the Conser- 
vation Commission. In the second Article (No. 42), 
Town Meeting voted to exempt the Commission’s 
Clerk/Typist position from the provisions of Civil 
Service. 


We are very pleased with the approval of all our War- 
rant Articles and would like to thank all those 
members who voted in favor of these proposals. 


Beginning in the month of June and continuing 
through the summer, some improvements were made 
at Nicola Micozzi Beach on Nutting Lake. These im- 
provement included the paving and curbing of the 
Beach Parking area, landscaping (planting of or- 
namental trees and shrubs, construction of a 
volleyball court, etc.), repair of the perimeter fence and 
installation of additional fencing around the 
playground and beach sand replenishment. 


In December, the electric service to the Beach 
House was installed underground as a safety measure 
and a high pressure sodium floodlight was installed 
on the south side of the structure to illuminate the 
parking area. We are very pleased with these im- 
provements and feel that they will make the Micozzi 
Beach an even more desireable recreation spot in 
1990. 


During the fall of 1989, a Clean Up Day was held 
at two Conservation parcels on Elsie Avenue. Approx- 
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imately twenty-seven residents (including four Com- 
mission Members) showed up to volunteer their ser- 
vices and due to their efforts, these two sites were 
successfully cleaned of all kinds of debris (tires, scrap 
paper and metal, etc.). We would like to thank all those 
who participated for their hard work as well as the 
D.PW. for their help in removing the largest pieces of 
debris and B.F.I. for their donation of a dumpster in 
which to dispose of the debris. 


During the summer of 1989, the Nicola Micozzi 
Beach was once again run by the Town Recreation 
Department. The Conservation Commission would 
like to thank Joseph Higgins, Director of the Recrea- 
tion Department, as well as his staff, for the excellent 
job they did in successfully overseeing the day to day 
operations at the Beach. Because of the wonderful 
job they did, a legion of citizens were able to spend 
many enjoyable hours at the Beach and we look for- 
ward to many more gratifying summer sessions in the 
future. 


The Conservation Commission holds regular 
meétings on the second and fourth Wednesdays of 
each month in the Town Hall starting at 8:00 p.m. and 
all are welcomed to attend. 


We wish to thank all who have supported the Com- 
mission during the past year.

In July of 1986, the Board 
of Selectmen, under the Fair Housing Plan and 
guidelines, appointed a Fair Housing Committee to 
coordinate various public programs, information, and 
projects that affect housing and equal access to 
housing in the Town of Billerica. 


There are ten members representing the banking 
and real estate sector, residents, homeowners, 
tenants, social and religious organizations on the Fair 
Housing Committee. 


At the September 13, 1989 meeting, the following

The seven other members of the Commitee are 
Rose Barbarisi, Brendan Trainor, Carol Ford, Charles 
Antonelli, Philip Larson, Sandi Wilson, John Porter, Sr. 


The Fair Housing Committee has finalized the re- 
quired yearly goals and objectives to be undertaken 
during FY 1989/1990 by the Director. The Major theme 
in developing these various programs and projects is 
to educate and promote an awareness of services the 
Committee and Fair Housing Office can offer to the 
commiunity as a whole.

The Fair Housing Office, open for 20 hours per 
week, has not filed any formal complaints with the 
Massachusetts Commission Against Discrimination 
nor the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban 
Development Agency. However, the majority of calls 
and visits received are referrals for assistance for Sec- 
tion 8 and Family Housing and regional service agen- 
cies. Another area of calls and visits are requests for 
information regarding tenant and landlord rights and 
responsibilities. Cross-Jurisdictional calls involving 
other Town departments are processed and referrals 
are made. 


The Fair Housing Director anticipates a more ac- 
tive and involved year in the effort to inform and in- 
still within the community an awareness and con- 
sciousness as to what constitutes discriminatory 
practices in housing. 


The Fair Housing Director and Committee wishes 
to take this opportunity to thank Mr. William Valliere, 
for his dedicated involvement, contribution, and 
guidance as Chairman for the past two years. Also, 
many thanks to the various Town departments for their 
assistance, support, and sharing their wealth of infor- 
mation granted the Fair Housing Office.

GROWTH MANAGEMENT COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Town 
Administrator: 


Gentlemen: 


The Growth Management Committee is proud to an- 


nounce that the town’s Growth Management Plan was 
completed in October 1989 resulting from a planning 
process begun in February 1988. The first components 
were completed by July 1988 and comprised the Hous- 
ing Strategy Plan and the Boston Road Corridor Study 
which had been partially funded by a Strategic Plan- 
ning Grant from the Executive Office of Communities 
and Development. The remaining four components 
were developed during the last half of 1988 and the 
first half of 1989. They consisted of an Industrial and 
Commercial Rezoning Analysis, a Street System Plan, 
a Drainage Implementation Plan and Historic Preser- 
vation Regulations. 


In the spring of 1989 the committee was successful 
in having two of the plan’s recommendations adopted 
at Town Meeting. One reduces the building height 
limitation in the Industrial Districts from 55 feet to 45 
feet or effectively from 5 stories to 4 stories. The other 
limits the floor area ratio on industrially zoned parcels 
to 1.0. These measures will help to control over- 
building in unsuitable areas. 


It should also be noticed that the Planning Board 
has also had a number of the Plan’s recommendations 
adopted at Town Meeting. 


These measures represent only a small number of 
the plan’s recommendations. It is critical that the plan 
be further implemented. The appointment of a new 
Growth Management Implemenation Committee, 
established at Fall Town Meeting is an important step. 
Our Committee wishes to express their full support 
for the new committee’s work. As stated earlier it is 
crucial for the town to consider seriously the plan’s 
recommendations and act to implement them. 


| would especially like to thank the members of the 
Growth Management Committee who put in long 
hours reviewing draft material and providing guidance 
to the consultants.

Our Town is truly committed, and it is obvious to 
the eye, just look around at all the available handicap 
parking spaces at the malls, plazas and restaurants. 
Some stores have made available motorized riding 
carts...It sure is proof that people really do care and 
it makes life more worthwhile.... 


Our Town responsibility lies with our Building 
Department, Law enforcement, Handicap Commis- 
sion and our six Community Access Monitors that 
have been trained by the State to site and write up 
violations, send a copy of same to our building inspec- 
tor after which a given time frames elapses and there 
is no compliance the violations are then forwarded to 
State Office of Handicap Affairs and the State Ar- 
chitectural Barrier Board. The violators are given a 
hearing and if found guilty could be given a heavy fine 
of up to $1000.00 a day for each violation until they 
comply. 


Town Meeting has supported us in passing adop- 
tion of several General Laws into our Town Charter 
thus insuring a strong base for enforcement, and pro- 
tection of human rights... Though battles have been 
won, the war still goes on...leaving much work ahead 
for the coming year....

BOARD OF HEALTH

The Board of Health is currently made up of Chair- 


man, Arnold Ventresca; Vice Chairman, Wallace 
Mallett; Secretary, Paul Ransom; Members, Marie 
O’Rourke, and Heather Walters. 


The Board of Health continues to enforce the Public 
Health Laws and prosecute violations with great suc- 


cess. The Board also reviews all subdivision 


proposals. 


The Board of Health has been responsible for is- 
suing permits for Food Establishments, Horses, 
Markets, Septic System repairs, New Septic Systems, 
Septic System pumpers, Septic system installers, 
Public Swimming pools, Funeral Directors, Suntann- 
ing Establishments, Bakeries, Burial of Bodies, and 
Removal of Bodies. Incorporated in the permit process 
is the review before most permits are issued. The 
Board has hired Noonan & McDowell, as consultants 
to do all Ground Water and Perk testing and inspec- 
tions of all new Septic installations. 


This year the Board is looking at Recycling Pro- 
grams for the Town, and its Director has been ap- 
pointed by the Town Administrator to a re-cycling com- 
mittee. Additionally the Board has successfully 
cosponsored an annual household hazardous waste 
pickup and hopes to do so on a continuing basis. It 
also continues to work with the Superfund Action 
Committee to oversee the cleanup of the Superfund 
sites in Billerica. 


Health Education, promotion and prevention are the 
major emphasis of the Board of Health. The nursing 
staff activities for the year included Elderly Screen- 
ing, Lead Testing, Well Child Clinic, Flu Clinics, 
Hypertension Screening programs, Cholesterol 
Screening, Mantoux Clinics, Weight Loss Clinics, 
Mammogram Screening, Elderly Home Visits, and 
Aids Awareness Education. 


The Board of Health wishes to extend its gratitude 
to the Board of Selectmen, the Town Administrator 
and all other Boards and Departments for their help 
in making this a successful year.

BILLERICA HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Billerica Historical Commission meets regular- 


ly on the first Wednesday of each month and as such 
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other times as the need arises. Elizabeth M. Cleary 
of 308 Salem Road was appointed to fill the vacancy 
left by the resignation of Richard D. Manning. Other- 
wise, membership of the Commission is unchanged. 


The Commission maintains an inventory of struc- 
tures and sites of historical significance and/or in- 
terest in Billerica. The most recent publication of the 
inventory is an appendix to the final report of the 
Growth Management Committee. 


On recommendation of the Growth Management 
Committee, the Annual Town Meeting adopted a new 
By-Law, providing for review by the Historical Commis- 
sion of any proposal to demolish structure(s) listed 
in the Billerica inventory. No proposals have been 
brought to the attention of the Commission thus far. 


Northern Middlesex Associates met with the Com- 
mission to discuss their preliminary plans to 
rehabilitate the Faulkner Mills as multi-family hous- 
ing. The Commission was favorably impressed by 
their plans for the Mill itself. Economic considera- 
tions, however, are said to require that substantial new 
additional housing be constructed on the same site, 
raising serious questions of density, traffic flow, and 
public safety. The Commission wishes to record its 
respect for the conditions set by the Board of Appeals 
in its approval of the final plans eventually brought 
before it for review. It dealt with a very complex pro- 
posal with finesse. 


At the end of the summer, Crivello Properties sub- 
mitted plans for an addition to the Commons Plaza 
to the Department of Environmental Affairs. After the 
required period for public comment, the MEPA unit 
convened a “scope meeting” on site, at which 
Massachusetts Historical Commission, Billerica 
Board of Selectmen, Billerica Town Planner, Billerica 
Historical Commission, and Crivello Properties were 
represented. Consensus was reached that any new 
addition (at the rear of the lot) be undertaken only as 
part of an over-all design to make the Commons Plaza 
more compatible with the Common District. Both 
modification of the south facade of the existing struc- 
ture and provision for an eventual “structural solution” 
between the presently forbidding west facade and 
Boston Road (as recommended by the Billerica 
Historical Commissions last year) should be included. 


To make the latter possible, it was agreed (a) that 
the Secretary of Environmental Affairs, the Secretary 
of State (Massachusetts Historical Commission), the 
Billerica Board of Selectmen, and the Billerica 
Historical Commission would all write to the CEO, 
Walgreen Company urging him to give up the parking 
spaces on the west side of his store. This has been 
done. It was also agreed that an amendment to our 


Zoning By-Laws should be submitted to next Town 
Meeting, providing that the required set-back from the 
street line along the east side of Boston Road, from 
Andover Road to the south end of the Crivello Proper- 
ties, be reduced to 0 (to recognize the “streetscape” 
established long before the highway was laid out early 
in this century along the foundations of existing 
buildings). Crivello Properties participated in the 
consensus. 


Two Billerica properties: the “Farley Garrison’, 161 
Concord Road, and the Deacon Samuel Hill House, 
33 Riverhurst Road, have been declared “register- 
eligible” by the Massachusetts Historical Commis- 
sion and submitted to the National Register Office for 
final review, as part of a regional nomination of 115 
“first-period” (17th and early 18th century) structures 
in eastern Massachusetts. The nomination is the 
outgrowth of a ten-year study by the Department of 
American Studies at Boston University, stimulated by 
Abbott Cumming’s seminal review of first period 
houses in 1979. 


In the meantime, rehabilitation of the Patten 
homestead, 308 Salem Road‘had revealed that it re- 
tains. even more characteristic features of “first- 
period” framing. This appeared too late for inclusion 
in the regional nomination, but Massachusetts 
Historical Commission has given preliminary option 
that it, too, is “register-eligible’. We have been en- 
couraged to submit a formal nomination when the pre- 
sent nomination has run its course.

PUBLIC LIBRARY 


Despite some serious fiscal problems in the town 
and the state, usage of the library continued its up- 
ward climb in 1989. Over 190,000 items were borrow- 
ed this year, up from 169,000 in 1988. Over the past 
two years, circulation has risen more than 40% —and 
that’s terrific. 


1989 was designated, nationally, as the “Year of the 
Young Reader”. Here at the Billerica Library over 800 
young readers participated in our summer reading pro- 
gram. Designed to encourage reading for pleasure 
during the summer, our theme this year was “Hats Off 
To Young Readers’. The Children’s Room was 
decorated with every conceivable type of hat and the 
children were rewarded with sun visors if they could 
read ten books during the summer months. Nearly 700 
children read at least 5 books and over 300 of them 
reached the 10 book goal. 


Pre-school storyhours continued to be enormous- 
ly popular. Nine sessions per week, encompassing 
over 225 children, ages 2-5, were conducted. Unfor- 
tunately, that was still not enough to meet the demand 
and many had to be turned away on registration day. 
Efforts to hire another children’s librarian, to enable 
us to meet this need, have been thwarted by recent 
budget shortfalls. 


Our video-cassette collection, introduced last year, 
has proven very popular as well. With over 650 titles 
available, this free service is open to cardholders age 
18 and up. Recent acquisitions include Rain Man, 
Working Girl, Bambi, many of the PBS video classics, 
as well as, many other educational, instructional, and 
recreational titles. Regrettably, new additions to this 
collection have had to be curtailed recently as another 
cost saving measure. 


An upgrade of our computer system this year will 
make way for the implementation of our electronic 
catalog early in 1990. Once installed it will eliminate 
the need for the traditional multi-drawer card catalog 
that we have all known and loved! Instead, users will 
be able to search via a computer terminal, not only 
our holdings, but those of the 24 libraries around us. 
Searches by author, title, partial title, subject or 
_ keyword will be possible. In addition, the on-line 
catalog will indicate whether or not the item is on the 
shelf or checked out. Look for it in March or April! 


Thanks to a grant, the library was able to acquire 
Business Periodicals Index, on CD ROM this year. CD 
ROM (Compact Disc Read Only Memory) technology 
is the latest in information retrieval mediums, allow- 
ing massive amounts of information to be stored on 
a single disc. 


Programs ranging from an Acupuncture Clinic to In- 
come Tax Workshops were, once again, offered free 
of charge in ‘89. More than 5,000 people attended 
these educational programs. 


Our popular series of trips, sponsored by the 
Friends of the Library, continued this year. Outings 
to Kittery, ME, the Newport Mansions and the Flower 
Show were among just a few. Theatre offerings includ- 
ed, “Me and My Gal”, “Shear Madness”, “Forbidden 
Broadway”, “Ain’t Misbehavin” and more. All of these 
excursions were sold out! The Friends also sponsored 
the Museum Pass Program again, as well as, the Book 
Sales, several special programs for Children, and 
many new titles to the video collection. 


The Junior Friends also financed some special 
events for children including storytellers Judith Black 
and Ben Tousley, in addition to, the annual Ice Cream 
Sundae Nights. 


Thanks to both these fine groups for their continued 
assistance. 


A new Apple IIE computer is now available for use 
by our patrons. Software ranging from simple games 
to word processing is available to use in the library 
at no cost. 
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We look forward, with cautious optimism, to the 
challenges which face us in the new decade. We are 
hopeful that the town’s financial picture brightens so 
that we can continue the progress which has been so 
evident in the 80’s. Special thanks go to the staff and 
volunteers of the library who have made our suc- 
cesses possible, and to our patrons, whose support 
and encouragement, have made our efforts 
worthwhile.

NORTHERN MIDDLESEX 
AREA COMMISSION 


To: The Citizens of the Town of Billerica 


The Northern Middlesex Area Commission is a 
district planning commission, a public body cor- 
porate, formed under State enabling legislation 
governed by a policy board of local elected officials. 
Each of the nine member municipalities including: 
Billerica, Chelmsford, Dracut, Dunstable, Lowell, Pep- 
perell, Tewksbury, Tyngsborough and Westford, is 
represented by a member of the Board of Selectmen 
or City Council, a member of the Planning Board and 
an alternate member appointed by each Board of 
Selectmen and in the case of Lowell, by the City 
Manager. 


The Commission maintains a staff of professional 
planners and technicians to assist it in developing and 
implementing its policies. The Commission meets 
monthly (usually the third Wednesday of each month) 
at 35 Market Street, Lowell, and all meetings are open 
to the public. 


The Commission acts seriously and deliberately to 
“make careful studies of the resources, problems, 
possibilities and needs of its district”...and to “..make 
recommendations for the physical, social, governmen- 
tal or economic improvement of this district...” 


Assessments upon the member communities are 
on an equal per capita basis and are used to provide 
the “local share” of various projects undertaken by the 
Commission with Federal funds and local assistance. 


These funds enable the Commission to undertake 
far more staff work than would otherwise be possi- 
ble at the present level of local assessment (under 30 
cents per capita). The Commission’s FY ‘90 budget in- 
cludes $67,870 of local assessments which is only | 


16% of the total budget. Billerica’s share of the local 
commitment is $10,587.78. 


The ability of the Commission to serve its member 
communities in an advisory role has recently been 
greatly improved with the passage of Chapter 420 of 
the Acts of 1989. This legislation now makes it possi- 
ble to provide a wide possibility of non planning ser- 
vices to its members on a contractual basis. The 
legislation, which was sponsored on behalf of the 
Commission by Representative Michael Rea, Jr., will 
allow the Commission to function as a true “Council 
of Governments” and foster much needed inter- 
municipal cooperation. 


Each year the Commission devotes a large portion 
of its efforts to transportation issues. In cooperation 
with the Federal Highway Administration and the 
Massachusetts Department of Public Works, the 
NMAC continued to focus on transportation problems 
across the region. The past year’s efforts include traf- 
fic studies such as the Westford Road/Swan 
Road/Tyngsborough Road corridor in Tyngsborough 
and Westford, Route 119 corridor study in Pepperell, 
Route 38 Traffic and Circulation Study in Lowell and 
Tewksbury, and an accident and safety study of Route 
110/113 in Dracut, Lowell and Tyngsborough. 


The NMAC staff also provides technical assistance 
to local communities. This past year the Commission 
assisted the Town of Billerica in evaluating the poten- 
tial traffic impacts of projects along Route 3A: the ex- 
pansion of the Treble Cove Shopping Center and the 
proposed addition to the Billerica Commons Shopp- 
ing Center. In addition, NMAC continued its traffic 
counting program taking an average of approximately 
100 traffic counts annually. This data is incorporated 
into a traffic count book and map series which is 
distributed to local officials each year. 


The Commission’s 1990 Work Program ‘includes 
plans to conduct a study of existing and future traf- 
fic conditions along Whipple Road in Billerica exten- 
ding into Tewksbury. Work on this project will com- 


| mence in the Spring of 1990. 


During 1990 the NMAC assisted the Lowell Regional 
Transit Authority in planning, design and implemen- 
tation of Billerica Road Runner which began opera- 
tion in July 1988. These efforts included preparation 
of camera ready copy for promotional brochures, con- 
tinued monitoring of the service and assistance to the 
Town in implementating changes to the service such 
as adding Chelmsford as a destination. 


This service puts Billerica and the LRTA in com- 
pliance with Federal standards for handicapped 
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transportation but more importantly has been very 
well received by Billerica residents. Ridership has 
grown from 189 and 314 trips per month in July and 
August of 1988 to a high of 864 by June 1989, the end 
of the fiscal year. Total ridership for FY ‘89 was 6,569 
and it is anticipated that FY ‘90 will show significantly 
higher ridership. 


The Commission continues to provide assistance 
to the Lowell Regional Tranist Authority in areas such 
as, obtaining Federal capital and operating funds, 
marketing to improve ridership and revenue, statistical 
monitoring and reporting, negotiations with the 
Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority regar- 
ding North Billerica Commuter Rail Station, and direct 
assistance with projects such as Gallagher Terminal 
Expansion aimed at improving operating efficiency 
and financial viability. 


For the third year in succession, the Northern Mid- 
dlesex Area Commission assisted Billerica in conduc- 
ting a Household Hazardous Waste Collection Day by 
preparing a request for proposals and evaluating the 
qualifications of disposal collection firms. 


The Commission continues to provide demographic 
information and technical assistance to its member 
communities who request such. Billerica residents 
should feel free to contact NMAC staff who will be 
glad to either answer their questions or to direct them 
to the proper source of information.

In April the board welcomed new member Daniel 
Hayes and congratulated Ellen Sargent on her reelec- 
tion. At the same time the board elected Ruthanne A. 
Bossi, Chairman, Lawrence R. Norman, Vice Chair- 
man and Ellen Sargent, Secretary. 


In 1989 the board received five preliminary subdivi- 
sion plans and four definitive subdivision plans with 
two definitive subdivisions being held over from 1988, 
for a total of eleven. All the preliminary subdivision 
plans were approved with comments. Of the six 
definitive subdivision plans under consideration, three 
were approved with conditions, representing 48 
residential lots and three were continued into 1990. 
The only industrial subdivision received was held over 
into 1990. 


The board ruled on 36 “Approval Not Required” 
(ANR) plans in 1989. ANR plans represent a division 
of lands into lots which have sufficient frontage and 
adequate access on either 1) a public way, 2) an ap- 
proved subdivision street or 3) a road in existence prior 
to subdivision control exempting them from the sub- 
division approval process. 


The board also received 11 site plan special permit 
requests with three held over from 1988. Of these, 
twelve were approved with conditions, one was denied 
and one was held over into 1990. As a rule, any com- 
mercial or industrial building with more than 5000 sq. 
ft. of gross floor area is required to obtain a site plan 
special permit from the Planning Board. 
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The board also considered several requests for 
Bond Releases, Permission to Return to the Board of 
Appeals, Scenic Road Permits and Bond Acceptance. 


Over the last year the Planning Board introduced 
a number of important amendments to the Zoning By- 
Laws which the Town Meeting adopted. One change 
will allow better zoning enforcement by establishing 
anoncriminal disposition procedure. One sets a stan- 
dard for the paving of nonresidential parking areas 
which had been lacking in the existing regulations. 
Another adds needed flexibility by allowing storage 
trailers in the General Business Zone by Special Per- 
mit from the Board of Appeals and finally, one helps 
to safeguard the conversion of hotels into permanent 
dwelling units by limiting the number of kitchen units 
permitted in hotels to ten. 


The Planning Board also oversaw approval of a new 
General By-Law which will delay and hopefully prevent 
the demolition of historic properties in town. Under 
these provisions any property listed on Billerica’s 
Historic Resource Inventory would be protected from 
demolition for up to six months thereby giving the 
town and property-owner time to work out possible 
alternatives to demolition. 


The board’s long range planning efforts centered 
on the completion of the town’s Growth Management 
Plan in October. The Growth Management Committee, 
an Ad Hoc committee appointed by the Planning 
Board, was invaluable in overseeing development of 
the plan. The Planning Board thanks them for all their 
hard work. 


The Board would also like to thank Peter Kennedy, 
Town Planner for all his support and guidance this 
past year and to thank our clerk, Barbara Norman for 
her help throughout the year. 


The Planning Board wishes to especially thank 
Ralph Bacon, Town Engineer for all his help, dedica- 
tion and cooperation this past year and to thank all 
the town boards for their help in the past.

POLICE DEPARTMENT 


During May, 1989, the police department moved in- 
to the new facilities provided at #6 Good Street. The 
move went smoothly, with no preceptible interruption 
of service. An Open House was held on Saturday, 
September 23, 1989, during which many local citizens 
took advantage of the opportunity to walk through and 
observe first-hand, the new station with its modern 
communication center and new lock-up facilities. 


Again this year, the most significant problem fac- 
ing the Town is the ever-increasing traffic and conges- 
tion on our roadways. Signalization of some of our 
more dangerous intersections appears to be in a hold 
pattern. There were 4,529 traffic citations issued dur- 
ing 1989 and 1,390 accidents, including 12 fatal ac- 
cidents. These accident figures are far too high. The 
additional resources, chiefly in manpower, that | ask- 
ed for at the last Town Meeting to address this pro- 
blem and to help reduce accidents and regulate and 
enforce existing laws, were not forthcoming because 
of budgetary restraints. | am not asking for those 
resources this year for the same reasons. Hopefully, 
in the near future, we will be able to address this 
problem. 


The department was saddened by the loss of Ptl. 
Paul Coffey, who died April 9, 1989, as a result of a 
motor vehicle accident. He will be greatly missed. 


| would like to thank the officers of the Billerica 
Police Department for their cooperation and service 
during this past year, and all other Town departments 
who have given invaluable aid and assistance, in- 
cluding the Board of Selectmen and the Town 
Administrator.

AMBULANCE SERVICE 


The Billerica Ambulance Service would like to thank 
the Police Department, Fire Department, Public Works 
Department, and the Town Administration for their 
support and great assistance throughout the year. The 
service transported 997 patients to area hospitals, 
while responding to 1,572 emergencies. 


C.P.R. training has been conducted in cooperation 
with local civic organizations, and private businesses. 
We have seen over 200 residents trained in this crucial 
life saving technique and over 400 residents recer- 
tified. We intend to continue this valuable training. 


The Emergency Medical Technicians have devel- 
oped a first responder system in conjunction with 
both the Police and Fire Departments to meet the 
medical needs of the community as quickly as possi- 
ble. In the near future we would like to be upgraded 
to the Paramedic level, which is the highest level of 
pre-hospital care that can be provided. 


The ambulance service consists of certified 
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emergency response personnel, having two (2) cer- 
tified personnel on duty at all times and one perma- 
nent part-time clerk. The present vehicle is a 1986 Ford 
ambulance, Model XL, which has traveled 65,000 
miles, and is in fair condition. 


The ambulance service has collected $64,193.96 
during the calendar year 1989.

PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


In 1989 the Department of Public Works continued 
in its efforts to be a quality service organization to the 
Town and its taxpaying public. Improvements to the 
Town’s infrastructure were limited in 1989 due to 
limited resources caused by funding constraints in the 
89/90 budget. 


Work continued on the construction of the expan- 
sion of the Wastewater Treatment facility and the ten- 
mile expansion of the collection system. The upgrade 
in treatment processes and physical plant will in- 
crease treatment capacity from 1.6 million gallons per 
day to approximately 5.5 million gallons per day. It is 
anticipated that the current sewer connections 
moratorium imposed by the State will be lifted when 
construction is complete in July of 1990. 


Engineering design has been completed for the 
replacement of the Fordway Bridge over the Concord 
River at Pollard Street. Construction funding 
possibilities are being explored through the State 
D.PW. by this Department. 


Final plans and specifications were delivered to the 
State D.PW. and the Federal Highway Administration 


: 


on the signal design engineering for three major in- 
tersections in Town: Boston Road/Treble Cove Road, 
Boston Road/Bridge Street, and Boston Road/Webb 
Brook Road. Construction is anticipated to begin in 
the summer of 1990, if State and Federal funding is 
intact, at that time. 


A Townwide water meter replacement program was 
approved for funding at the Fall 89 Town Meeting. The 
installation program began in November, 1989, and 
will be complete in August, 1990. A complete replace- 
ment program was necessary due to the aging meters 
throughout the Town and the associated inaccurate 
billing problems. 


| would like to thank all Department of Public Works 
personnel, including Division Heads, for their 
cooperative efforts for another year. Also, apprecia- 
tion is forwarded to all Departments, Boards, Commis- 
sions, and all other Town Agencies for their continued 
cooperation.

ENGINEERING DIVISION 


During the year the Engineering Division provided 
services to the Department of Public Works, other 
agencies of the Town, and the general public. 


In the last week of January we moved into the new 
Office in the new Town Hall. The layout of the new 
office is designed to make it easier to do much of our 
work and better serve the public. Everyone was invited 
to the open house at the time the new Town Hall was 
dedicated on September 30th. Individuals who were 
not able to take advantage of this opportunity to view 
the office may come by at any time during office 
hours. We do not have aclerk so we cannot offer full 
time receptionist services, we have established 
periods during each day of the work week when 
members of the staff will be in the office, and have 
a policy of meeting at other than these scheduled 
times by appointment. The new archiving facility was 
inspected by a representative of the Secretary of 
States office and as far as we know our facilities are 
Satisfactory. 


The list of projects for the year include: Sullivan 
Road drainage, reconstruction of a portion of Allen 
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Road, drainage and paving of Crimson Road, improve- 
ment at the intersection of Cook St. and Boston Road 
intersection, street acceptance plans and reports, 
repairs to Blanchard Brook drainage, and Oxford Road 
drainage. We worked with Central Mas. Mosquito Con- 
trol group to improve the channel of a tributary of 
Jones Brook located between Andover Road and 
Arakelian Drive. The 75% submission for the signaliza- 
tion of the Boston Road and Treble Cove Road, Boston 
Road and Wyman Road, and Boston Road and Bridge 
Street intersections is before the state for review. The 
surface condition of approximately 105 miles of road- 
way were surveyed as part of an effort to develop a 
definitive pavement management program. Approx- 
imately 107 building permit pre-applications were 
reviewed; 14 projects underwent site plan review; 9 
subdivisions were under construction, 11 were 
undergoing plan review, and there were 6 other sub- 
divisions that required only occasional effort during 
the year. 


House numbering required more effort this year 
than previously because, in addition to assigning 
numbers to new buildings and resolving conflicts in 
the existing system of numbers, the names of 129 
streets were changed. The Town is renaming streets 
in an effort to eliminate duplication of names. In cases 
where the existing street was constructed in two or 
more unconnected sections because of terrain or 
other reasons, each section is being given a separate 
name. Each of these sections should be reviewed and 
if necessary renumbered. We have not corrected the 
town map to reflect these changes and this is 
something that should be added to our plans for next 
year.

HIGHWAY DIVISION 


Street sweeping was done in most sections of 
Town. Approximately 490 hours of sweeping took 
place with one sweeper and one sweeper operator. 


There was no hottop account this year, those 
monies were held back to cover Town budget deficits. 
Money from that account was released for the pur- 
pose of paving Irene Avenue and Sequoia Street. Also, 
a section of Cook Street was given a leveling course 
to reduce auto damages and claims for such damage. 
Patching was kept up all over Town: trench work, etc. 


This year looks like a pattern of weather similar to 
last year, so far. Icing seems to be the biggest cost, 


using salt and sand and causing heavy overtime 
costs. So far to date, January 9, 1990, we have had two 
plowable storms which required calling in the contrac- 
tors; the Department took care of three storms that 
were three inches or less. We used Town equipment 
to clean all main streets, hill areas, schools, etc. 


The use of overtime has been higher than last year 
mainly, as | see it, due to the fact that we are down 
two more employees which makes the work force 11 
men to operate all the equipment and do all the work. 
When this situation occurs, as in the past, you can- 
not get to all the complaints in an 8 hour day. 
Therefore, the Police Department call for some of the 
jobs that are left and they are declared an emergency, 
which requires overtime. With proper staffing, most 
of these calls could be handled in the normal 8 hour 
day. 


All gravel roads were graveled, some two and three 
times. We used a new gravel mix called dense pack 
which costs 5 cents a ton more than the bidded pro- 
cessed gravel. It seems to be holding up much better 
and for a longer period without washing out. 


Some brook areas were cleaned. Catch basins were 
cleaned on a priority basis due to the number of 
employees. Guard rails, signal and traffic lights and 
posts were repaired and maintained. 


Clerical work is taken care of by Maureen Dunton, 
whose duties include budgets, bids, organizing all 
records for Highway and Mechanics Divisions, dispat- 
ching, preparing street opening permits and recording 
same, accounts payable, ordering materials approved 
by the Superintendent, drafting correspondence and 
preparing reports, handles entire criteria for snow 
plowing contractors, and keeps all information up- 
dated in our new computer. We have entered a large 
amount of information into this computer including 
budgets, voucher forms, etc. All of our equipment is 
also inventoried in the computer. 


We are getting out of the dark days of yesteryear, 
but without funding we will surely slip backwards. 


The traffic report (which follows) by Mr. MacPhail 
who, under my approval, handles that complete part 
of the budget very professionally. This division also 
assists the Police and Fire Departments, along with 
the Civil Defense in emergency situations. 


| would like to thank Foreman Don Gullage, who 
acts in my behalf as Superintendent in my absence 
and handles it very professionally. Also thanks to 
Foreman Charles Todd for his expertise. Thanks to 
David McLaughlin for keeping the Mechanics Depart- 
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ment in good order and getting the work done and for 
bidding equipment and upgrading that section. 
Thanks also to Don MacPhail for his expertise on traf- 
fice lines and signs and for setting up detours for all 
work and emergencies. Most of all, my thanks to 
Maureen. It is nice to know | have a fine, dependable 
secretary, a top rate filing system with complete 
records, and someone who is so knowledgeable of the 
entire departments operation. 


Also my thanks to all Town Departments for your 
cooperation throughout the year. 


At this time | wish to thank the people of Billerica 
for your understanding and patience with your pro- 
blems in a time when help and money are too little 
to go around. 


| regret to say that | will be retired when you read 
this report. | have enjoyed working for and with you 
for the past 30 years. 


| am a true Billerica “Townee’” for the past 60 years, 
and will always be.

SEWER DIVISION 


During 1989 the two major construction projects for 
the Sewer Division were in full operation and on their 
way to completion by mid 1990. 


By the end of 1989 the expansion and upgrading of 
Wastewater Treatment Plant had reached 70% com- 
pletion, we have seen three new secondary clarifiers 
put on line and with them a remarkable improvement 
in our effluent discharge quality. The plant is currently 
meeting it’s NPDES permit limits on a daily basis and 
will continue to improve as more pieces of equipment 
come on line in the next six months. 


The ten (10) miles of new sewer system is just about 
complete. There are still two new pumping stations 
that have to be installed. One is on Fardon St., the se- 
cond on Nashua Rad. and Treble Cove Rd. intersection. 
They should be completed in early 1990. The re- 
mainder of the work will be finishing sewer service 
connections, loam and seeding along with manhole 
and invert inspections. The whole project should be 
completed by July 1990. 


The Division Pretreatment program had a very suc- 
cessful year in working with local industries in town 


to guarantee that they remain in compliance with their 
discharge permits. The yearly State inspection of the 
program found no deficiencies in the operation and 
management of the Pretreatment program. The 
average daily flow at the Treatment Plant increased 
by 4.0% over the previous year. 1988 was 2.196 mgd., 
and 1989 was 2.291 mgd. Also, on the increase was 
sludge disposal which increased by 7.5% over 1988. 
In 1988 9,439 gal/day and in 1989 10,164 gal/day sludge 
is still being disposed of at the Upper Blackstone 
Treatment Facility. 


The following is a month by month breakdown of 
the total flow for the Treatment Plant expressed in 
million gallons:

April 85.127 August 


Average Monthly Flow was 69.673 
Average Daily Flow was 2.291

55 acres of land which includes one (1) football field, 
nine (9) ballfields, one (1) practice field, nine (9) ten- 
nis courts, fifty (50) veterans squares, and the Viet 
Nam Park.

RECREATION COMMISSION 


The Recreation Department offers the citizens of 
Billerica a wide variety of activities which range from 
pre-school programs for the very young to week-end 
trips which are popular with adults of all ages. The 
department prides itself on the quality of its offerings 
and endeavors to enhance the programs in a conti- 
nuing effort to provide our residents with interesting 
and rewarding recreational activities. 


Over this past year, under the direction of Mr. 
Joseph Higgins, the Recreation Department has made 
over one hundred activities available for citizens of 


all ages. Included in these, over twenty new programs 
and events were offered during this past year. Among 
the new summer programs were sporting camps in- 
cluding week long camps in baseball, basketball, foot- 
ball, lacrosse, soccer, softball and volleyball. Also six 
two-week sessions of golf lessons were scheduled 
with four sessions during the day for youth and two 
evening sessions for adults. Popular among the new 
fall offerings was co-ed volleyball for teens and adults. 
This program proved to be so popular that a youth 
volleyball league may be formed. New winter offerings 
included Microwave Cooking for Kids, CPR and First 
Responder classes, Tax Workshop, TGIF for Teens and 
a variety of special trips. 


The Recreation Department is making a special 
effort to target the teenagers in the community with 
programs such as TGIF for Teens, Co-ed Volleyball and 
Dance to a Great DJ. The formation of an Associate 
Recreation Commission for Teens will be instrumen- 
tal in helping the Recreation Department to formulate 
programs and events which will be of particular in- 
terest to the teenage population in our community. 


The Special needs program continues to provide a 
wide variety of events for exceptional children. Dur- 
ing this past year, the summer camp program for ages 

3 to 17, “Camp Superstars”, was expanded to serve 
thirty additional children. 


A major enhancement to the town’s sporting 
facilities was the construction of a full size soft- 
ball/baseball field at the Locke. This field wili be of 
immediate benefit to both the Billerica Girl’s Softball 
League whose enrollment continues to grow and will 
reach to over six hundred girls this season and the 
new industrial league which was started by the 
Recreation Department last year. 


In anticipation of the closing of Manning State Park, 
the Recreation Department obtained a special use 
permit from the state. This allowed the town to staff 
the park and make it available to the general public 
during the summer. 


An indication of the continuing success and ac- 
complishments of the Recreation Department is that 
the Local Hersey Track and Field Meet, held annually 
by this department for the youth of Billerica, has been 
the largest local meet in the state for several years 
and is one of the largest in the country with over 600 
entrants.

FY ‘89 
REPORT FROM THE LOWELL 
REGIONAL TRANSIT AUTHORITY 


The Lowell Regional Transit Authority helps to 
finance regular fixed route bus service between 
Billerica and Lowell and commuter rail service bet- 
ween the North Billerica station and North Station in 
Boston. In addition, the newer Road Runner service 
for Billerica’s disabled residents and senior citizens 
has been in operation since July 1988. 


The regular fixed route bus service operates Mon- 
day through Friday with the first bus leaving Billerica 
for Lowell at 7:00 a.m. and the last bus leaving Lowell 
for Billerica at 5:15 p.m. There are five (5) round trips 
per day and two (2) one-way trips (8:45 a.m. and 5:15 
p.m.) from downtown Lowell to Billerica. Fares are fif- 
ty (.50) cents within Billerica and eighty-five (.85) 
cents between Lowell and Billerica. Senior citizens 
and the handicapped pay half fare. The LRTA 
“PASSPORT” is available to Billerica residents which, 
for twenty-five ($25.00) dollars, entitles the bearer to 
travel on a// LRTA bus service routes and the MVRTA’s 
Lowell to Lawrence route as well. Ridership was ap- 
proximately 16,100 in 1989. 


The bus service is provided by LoLaw Transit 
Management, Inc. under contract to the LRTA. For full 
information regarding the regular bus route service, 
residents should call 452-6161. 





The Road Runner Dial-A-Ride bus service continues 
to be operated by the LRTA’s Contractor Leasing 
Systems Development Corporation of Lowell. Many 
trip purposes are accommodated by Road Runner, in- 
_ cluding work, medical, shopping, social and recrea- 
_ tional. The Road Runner service operates from 6:30 
/ a.m. to 5:30 p.m. on weekdays and from 8:00 a.m. to 
_ 5:00 p.m. on Saturdays with a 24 hour call in advance 
notice needed to arrange trips. Service is available to 
Billerica residents over 60 years of age and individuals 
of any age with a permanent or temporary disability. 
One way fares are fifty (.50 cents) within Billerica and 
eighty (.80 cents) to Chelmsford on Mondays; to Lowell 
on Tuesdays; and to Burlington on Fridays. Medical 
trips to Boston are available Tuesday through Friday 
and are open to all residents regardless of age. The 
one way fare is $2.50. Service is also provided to the 
Billerica Council on Aging’s activities and to their dai- 
ly lunch program. The LRTA Advisory Board, at its 
_ January 1990 meeting, through Billerica’s Board 
Representative, Ms. Ann M. Mulcahy, voted to proceed 
with implementing medical trip service once a week 
into Tewksbury. Final service details and commence- 
ment are anticipated in early February. First year rider- 
ship for Road Runner service was 6,569 and is pro- 
jected to be over 10,000 during its second full year. All 
LRTA Road Runner vehicles are wheelchair lift- 
equipped and provide a curb to curb service. For ser- 
vice requests and further information the number to 
call is 670-5775. 


Commuter rail service between the North Billerica 
Station and Boston is operated by AMTRAK under 
contract to the MBTA. Twenty-one (21) round trips are 
provided on weekdays with nine (9) round trips on 
Saturdays, Sundays and holidays. The round trip fare 
to Boston is five dollars and fifty cents ($5.50), two 
dollars seventy-five cents ($2.75) one way from North 
Billerica. In 1989 over 378,000 passengers were serv- 
ed to and from the North Billerica commuter rail sta- 
tion. Billerica commuters to Lowell disembark at the 
modern Charles A. Gallagher Transportation terminal 
and may avail themselves of the convenient shuttle 

every 12 minutes to Downtown Lowell with the oppor- 

, . tunity for connection to all LRTA routes. Bus connec- 
tions to most cities in the United States can also be 
made at the Gallagher Terminal as Greyhound, Peter 
_ Pan and Vermont Transit all make regular daily stops 
here. For further information regarding commuter rail,

This is a decrease of 467 voters due to people mov- 
ing out of Town and those persons failing to answer 
the census. Unfortunately, this situation occurs in 
years when there is no presidential election. 


We again took the Annual Town Census by mail. 
12,413 Census forms were mailed the first week in 
January. A second mailing of 2,346 Census forms was 
done in March to those persons who did not answer 
the first mailing. We appreciate the co-operation of 
those residents who replied, but as always our goal 
is to have 100% return. Some residents still take of- 
fense at the statement which appears on the outer 
envelope: “Warning: Failure to respond to this mail- 
ing may result in removal from the voting list.” 
However, this wording is mandated by Massachusetts 
General Laws, Chapter 55, Section 7 and must be 
included. 


Four special voter registration sessions were held 
during 1989 prior to the Town Election which was held 
April 1, 1989. This was the third election using the ten- 
precinct set-up. 


Marie M. Kyricos was re-appointed to a three-year 
term on the Board of Registrars by the Board of 
Selectmen. This appointment is effective April 1, 1989 
thru March 31, 1992.

SEWER EXTENSION COMMITTEE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen, 


The Sewer Extension Committee hereby submits its 
1989 Annual Report to the town. 


The Sewer Extension Committee is composed of 
five (5) members, who are appointed by the Town Ad- 
ministrator, Mr. Paul F. Talbot. The members are Mr. 
John F. Gray, Jr., Chairman; Mr. Edward F. Ricarte, 
Vice-Chairman; Mrs. Mary L. Jackelen, Secretary; Mr. 
Frederic H. Brown and Mr. Paul A. Odierno. 


This committee has the sole responsibility of plan- 
ning and directing all of the town’s lateral sewers. 


The current sewer construction, which was approv- 
ed under the State’s 50/50 Grant Program in 1986, is 
approximately 94% completed. These 10 miles of 
lateral sewers will be operational after the expansion 
of the Sewer Treatment Plan has been completed and 
tested in June of 1990. 


The Sewer Extension Committee held several hear- 
ings during the year of 1989. Discussions were held 
in regards to funding and future planning of the town’s 
sewer system. 


At the end of December, 1989, the Committee learn- 


ed from their consulting engineer, Mr. Emile Hamwey, 
of Fay, Spofford and Thorndike, that the Grant they 
submitted to the State on December 1, 1988 to fund 
an additional 10 miles under the State 50/50 Program 
have been phased out. The state is replacing it with 
a low or zero interest loan program. Billerica may still 
receive a partial grant from the State under the 50/50 
program, but chances are slim. 


The phasing out of the State’s 50/50 Program was 
due to the state’s current fiscal crisis. 


At present the Sewer Extension Committee is ex- 
amining all their options in regards to future funding 
of the town lateral sewers. 
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The Sewer Extension Committee wishes they could 
sewer the whole Town of Billerica for all the residents. 
The main goal of the committee is to improve the 
quality of health for the residents of Billerica. 


The Sewer Extension Committee would like very 
much to express our gratitude to our clerk, Beth 
Brown. Beth left the position of clerk in June to pur- 
sue a more rewarding career in motherhood. The com- 
mittee wishes Beth and her husband, Steve, good luck 
with their new son, Michael Francis. Also, we would 
like to welcome Brenda Boutin, as Beth’s replacement. 
The committee would like to thank Brenda for the high 
level of professionalism that she has demonstrated 
during the year.

REPORT OF THE 
BILLERICA PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


The 1989-90 school year was a year of continued 
growth by the students and faculty of the Billerica 
Schools. There is a feeling of greater quality of educa- 
tion and higher educational expectations among 
parents, students, and teachers of the Billerica 
Community. 


The Billerica School Committee and the entire staff 
of the Billerica Schools are proud of the ac- 
complishments of the schools. These ac- 
complishments can be directly related to financial 
stability afforded the schools in recent years. The con- 
tinued success of the schools requires financial 
stability. More, not less, emphasis on education is 
necessary. More, not less, resources need to be 
allocated. 


STUDENT ENROLLMENT 


The overall student population of the Billerica 
Public Schools is no longer declining. There will be 
a stabilization over the next five years at a level be- 
tween 5,900 and 6,000 students. 


In the past five years, there has been an increase 
in the number of births in the Town. This means a 
growth in the elementary school population. In the 
next five years, the projection shows a growth of fifty 
elementary students per year. The middle school re- 
mains stable and the high school will decline until 
1992, and then stabilize from 1992 to 1995. 


Due to the student enrollment, Billerica will need 
to maintain all its current school buildings. There are 
space shortages in the elementary schools for art, 
music, libraries, and computer laboratories. Addi- 
tionally, the space problem will place delays in poten- 
tial programs such as day care and day 
care/kindergarten for young working families. 


Billerica’s sewer hookup moratorium is scheduled 
to be lifted June 1, 1990. This will result in greater 
housing construction. Currently, there are over 350 
housing units (single family and apartments) approv- 
ed for construction. New housing units will increase 
school population.

When it becomes necessary to close schools, or 
delay opening of schools because of inclement 
weather, the announcements will be carried on 
WBZ-1030, WEEI-590, WMEX-1150, WRKO-680, 
WHDH-850, radio in Boston; WLLH-1400 AM, 
WCAP-980, radio locally; WNEV-TV, Channel 7 on 
television.

Sandra McNeal, School Committee member from 
Burlington, graciously served until May of 1989 filling 
a vacancy which occurred in the fall of 1988 when 
Francis McLaughlin resigned. Mrs. McNeal was 
replaced by Mr. Verrier in Burlington’s Annual Town 
election. The District gratefully appreciates the signifi- 
cant contribution exhibited by Mrs. McNeal. 


As one of twenty-five regional vocational technical 
school districts in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, Shawsheen Valley Technical con- 
tinued to offer comprehensive vocational/technical 
opportunities for approximately twelve hundred high 
school students from Bedford, Burlington, Billerica, 
Tewksbury and Wilmington. 


Upon graduation, students acquire both a com- 
prehensive academic high school diploma and cer- 
tification in their chosen vocational/technical 
discipline. In June of 1989, two hundred and ninety 
four students graduated from Shawsheen Technical, 
with over ninety-eight percent either acquiring jobs 
within their skilled professions or pursuing higher 
education. These placement statistics are consistent 
with the past performance of Shawsheen’s sixteen 
graduating classes and are amongst the highest 
placement statistics for all school systems 
throughout the Commonwealth. 


Many activities took place during 1989 which 
deserve special recognition: 


e In January of 1989, member communities sup- 


ported a two million seven hundred thousand 
dollar bond issue to both upgrade the school 
facility and purchase state of the art educational 
equipment. A design contractor was selected to 
implement a renovation schedule, and plans and 
specifications for improvements were developed 
and advertised during the year. Total project com- 
pletion is expected during the summer of 1990. 


The School District continued to comply with ac- 
creditation recommendations from the New 
England Association of Schools and Colleges. 
Since receiving accreditation in 1988, the district 
has implemented ninety-eight percent of the 
Association’s recommendations. 


The Superintendent/Director, Charles Lyons, serv- 
ed on the Commonwealth’s Secretary of Ad- 
ministration and Finance’s Local Aid Task Force 
representing the interests of vocational technical 
school districts. 


All collective bargaining agreements were re- 
negotiated during the year. Three year contract 
settlements were reached with Administrators, 
Teachers, Secretaries, and Cafeteria Workers. 


In cooperation with Town Managers from 
Tewksbury and Wilmington, the School District in- 
itiated plans to group purchase Health Insurance 
beginning in July of 1990. 


The District initiated new adult training programs 
in Health Technology and Diesel Mechanics. Both 
programs were completely funded through receipt 
of state and federal grants. The district continued 
to receive a grant from the Bay State Skills Cor- 
poration, using it to train underemployed adults 
in electronics in cooperation with area business. 


The District received both state and federal grants 
to: complete its Basic Skills Computer 
Laboratory; provide a vocational skill exploratory 
and academic enrichment program during the 
summer months for one hundred students from 
member communities; initiate an after-school 
enrichment program for junior high school 
youngsters to begin in January of 1990. The 
District also received financial assistance from 
the Massachusetts Electric Company to reduce 
energy use by installing energy efficient lighting. 


The District completed construction on a home 
on Carolina Road in Tewksbury, and initiated an 
affordable house building project on Everett 
Avenue in Wilmington in cooperation with the 
Town of Wilmington. 
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ein cooperation with the Middlesex County 
Sheriff’s department, fifty percent of the 
classrooms throughout the school were painted 
by inmates from the Billerica House of Correction 
during August of 1989. Additional cooperative 
work related improvements are planned for the 
future. 


The aforementioned highlights are documented as 
a snapshot of the dynamic modifications in both plan- 
ning and imagination offered member communities 
by the imaginative staff employed at Shawsheen 
Valley Technical. Viewed by state-wide educators as 
one of the most experienced professional staff 
assembled in Massachusetts, one hundred and fifty 
educators at Shawsheen Valley Technical continue to 
dedicate their combined efforts to adequately prepare 
area youth for future employment. 


With the assistance of over three hundred area 
businessmen who serve on our Craft Advisory Com- 
mittee overseeing each technical/vocational training 
program, graduates continue to receive four job offers 
for each graduate who fulfills the curriculum 
requirements.

The continued success of our offerings is a direct 
result of the support received from our communities, 
its leaders, and its citizens.

ACCESS TELEVISION INC. 


Billerica Access Television Incorporated is the non- 
profit public access cable corporation for the Town 
of Billerica. Originally created and designated by the 
Board of Selectmen in 1987 to plan, manage and 
operate the Town of Billerica’s cable access channels, 
B.A.T.I. is an independent corporation governed by an 
eleven member Board of Directors elected by the 
membership. 


Our purpose is to provide community television pro- 
gramming for the residents, institutions, and organiza- 
tions of Billerica. We receive no public funds or tax 
monies of any kind. Our fully-equipped television 
studio in room 213 of the Town Hall was funded by a 
grant from Continental Cable, and our yearly operating 
budget comes from a 5% “access fee” added onto 
cable subscribers’ bills. 


B.A.T.l. provides community volunteers with train- 
ing, equipment, studio facilities, technical assistance, 
and channel space to produce television programs by 
and for the residents of Billerica. 


| This past year we: (1) completed renovating our 

space in Town Hall and equipping it as a state-of-the- 
art TV studio; (2) began videotaping and broadcasting 
Selectmen’s meetings; (3) provided complete, live, 
gavel-to-gavel coverage of the Fall Session of Town 
Meeting; (4) produced and cablecast original program- 
ming Monday through Friday on Billerica Access 
Channel 30, including daily weather programs and 
other civic, educational and cultural offerings; (5) 
trained 35 community volunteers in all phases of video 
production.

As aresult of legislation of Chapter 740 Acts of 1985 
the following has transpired since February, 1986. This 
law was effective as of April 3, 1986 to be implemented 
by 10/1/86. We were fully implemented on 12/1/86, and 
as of 07/1/87 we reverted to appropriations to pay for 
bank charges.

are transferred monthly to the Treasurer’s general 
account. 


F. As of 4/14/89 State Street Bank has contracted 
to process Tax Collections mail and deposit in a 
separate account. Interest on these balances will be 
transferred to the Treasurer’s general account at State 
Street. 


In April 1989 the Tax Collector entered into an ex- 
perimental agreement with State Street bank for “Lock 
Box” type of arrangement until May 15, 1989. 


This system is to test the Lock Box feasibility in the 
future by having a third party pick up mail in the mor- 
ning and have the checks deposited that day into a 
money market account. 


The first batch was deposited on 4/17/89 and as of 
5/1/89 the bank balance was over $5,000,000.00. The 
interest earned in April, May, and June 1989 amounted 
to $37,566.74 and has been transferred to the 
Treasurers money market account at State Street on 
June 1, 1989. 


The banks as a whole have declined to be pro- 
gressive bidders on borrowing by Massachusetts 
municipalities, because of the implications of the 
Federal tax reform measurers. Billerica is now con- 
sidered “non qualified” because we anticipate borrow-

ing more than $10,000,000 in the course of a calendar 
year: Meaning banks do not qualify for tax deductions 
on interest earned from Billerica borrowing and re- 
quire a secondary market to sell our securities. We 
have a new advisory group at Shawmut. We believe 
this to be a benefit to future financial dealings involv- 
ing a financial advisor. 


The other aspect of Chapter 740 is to fully maximize 
investmenis. In the past, as is currently done, we use 
the money market accounts or NOW accounts at all 
the banks that service us. The rates have been com- 
parable with CD’s and give more liquidity to existing 
funds. Rates do vary between banks and are review- 
ed monthly. 


Separate accounts are being or have been set up 
at each bank supplying us with TAN’s, BAN’s or 
SAAN’s for purposes of complying with the new IRS 
arbitrage laws requiring refunds of excess interest ear- 
nings over loan rates in certain instances. 


As of 12/1/87 Billerica’s bond rating was increased 
from A to A1. With the increased rating and a AAA on 
our issue of $8,050,000 12/15/87 using MBIA insurance, 
we realized a better long term rate of 6.45%. Our cur- 
rent A. rating is advised by Shawmut to be sufficient 
to not require MBIA insurance and our 3/11/89 issue 
was sold without MBIA insurance at a rate of 7.46%. 
The investment of the proceeds are hampered by the 
new IRS ruling that refunds to the U.S. Government 
are to be made if certain requirements are not met. 
Potential refunds, if any, will occur in the future.

It has been found that the mechanics of cost-plus, 
with the necessary down payment to Blue Cross, 
necessary stop loss insurance and administering ac- 
tual claims, in the long run has maintained costs on 
soaring group insurance. As of 12/1/84 we changed 
from Master Medical to the Master Health Plan. This 
change was a further refinement of administering to 
the cost-plus concept of group insurance and had by 
virtue of the change of plans generated an approx- 
imate 5% savings to both the employees under Blue 
Cross and the Town for fiscal 1986-87. 1987-88 reflects 
a slightly higher (5%) cost only because claims were 
on a high side of a 5 year average. 1988-89 showed a 
slightly more than 26% increase in Blue Cross cost 
to the Town and School and 1989-90 shows an even 
higher increase of 28.8%. Current estimates are that 
this trend will continue for the next few years at a 25% 
increase level each year with no end in sight unless 
drastic changes occur in the health delivery services.

DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


The Department of Veterans’ Services had a suc- 
cessful and gratifying 1989-90. 


Due to the financial conditions, our agency has 
been extremely busy on all fronts. In seeking VA 
disability or pension monies, we have had 46 VA ap- 
proved cases with a dollar value of $202,030.14, 
$107,339 in retroactive monies and $900 in burial 
claims. At the present time we have 3 cases pending 
with the Veterans Administration. 


Because of layoffs and other financial or medical 
conditions our case load has gone up to a figure of 
42 and as these conditions continue, | would expect 
there will be more veterans or dependents of veterans 
seeking our assistance. 


This year our office was successful in providing 
food baskets, turkeys, pies, gift certificates and a 
Christmas tree with all the trimmings and those 
things that would make for a better holiday season 
for those who are in need. With the above donations 
we were able to provide for 150 families. | would like 
to take this opportunity to thank the Boy Scouts of 
America, VFW Solomon Post #8819, their Ladies Aux- 
iliary, the Cub Scouts and the staff and children of the 
Locke Junior High School and those anonymous 
donors for providing the things that were necessary 
to make this holiday season brighter. 


The Emergency Fuel program once again began on 
November 1, 1989. As of December 31, 1989 we have 
processed 173 fuel applications and have 65 applica- 
tions pending. Completed applications represent 
$135,826.75 in benefits that will be paid out to those 
fuel vendors that participate in the fuel program. The 
above figure does not take into consideration the mail 
out applications which is estimated to be about 
$90,000 and this will be paid out to those fuel vendors. 
It is expected before the program ends March 31, 1990 
that we will exceed last years figures.

DEPARTMENT OF 
WEIGHTS AND MEASURES 


Many Consumers ask, “what is the meaning of tare 
weight?” Tare weight is the minus weight entered in 
the scales that is equal to the weight of the container 
in which the product is placed and then weighed on 
the scales. By entering the minus tare weight, the con- 
sumer is only paying for the weight of the product, 
not the container and this difference can be signifi- 
cant. Example, if jumbo shrimp or lobster meat cost 
$17.00 a pound and the container weighs only .04 Ibs., 
the merchant by not using the tare weight of the con- 
tainer is charging the customer 68¢ for the price of 
the container. 


Although each and every scale and measuring 
device in the Town is annually checked by this office 
for accuracy, it is the Consumer that must check and 
make certain that the merchant uses a tare weight on 
the sale of bulk items. When the container is placed 
on the scales, the scale should read ZERO before 
anything is added to the container. 


This has been another record year for the Weights 
& Measures Department with new stores, a new Mall 
and a Supermarket with scales throughout the store 
and one at every check out counter and the expansion 
of many service stations. As a result, 406 weighing 
and measuring devices were inspected, sealed and 
condemned and $2,220.00 in fees were turned in to the 
Town Treasure. 


The writer would like to thank the staff of all the 
Town offices that the Weights & Measures Depart- 
ment has contact with including the Police Depart- 
ment whose assistance was also needed this year.
